1. M&eiim t Subject was soon by pare arrangement upon hia return frora leave, 
at the VAGABOND safe house from 1430 to 1600 on 26 September. The 
next meting is scheduled to take place at the sane location on 16 
October nt 1330. 

2. Ore rational t The following Items of operational significance ware 
covered t 

a. The two Latvians who landed on Gotland in July via rubber beat 
were discussed and it developed that Subject has not yet been 
in direct contact with either one of this pair. TILBHRY was 
able to elaborate slightly on their arrival in that he la now 
definite on the foot that the Swedes consider them to have been 
cent to Sweden by the HIS and further, that they did not Arrive 
simultaneously. As Enclosure 1 to this report is a copy of an 
information report which the Swedes turned over to TILBHR1 for 
translation from the Latvian. This report is submitted untranslated 
a»i we would appreciate a Headquarters evaluation of earn at auoh 
time as it becomes available. 

b. The above motioned report originates with the individual who 
appears to be the more dominant of the two Latvians, Viktor 
MIKELSSOH. TIL30RI knows nothing more than has already been 
reported about (fnu) K3MKA5©. TILBTJRI states that a aeoond 
report should soon be forthcoming from Mlkelsson which will be 
taken from a diary covering a trip which Mikola son took on the 
Volga* Mlkelsson claims to be a maabsr of a Latvian resistance 
group which sent him to Sweden in order to oak© contact with a 
certain ZARIH3 in London, It was the intention of Mikolsson'a 
resistance organization to have Mlkelsson remain in London as 
Garins' assistant (assuming that th© Swedes are correct in their 
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evaluation of Mlkelsson as aa SIS agent, thla scheme would certainly 
afford the HIS a aa a daa a a penetration of Iatvian emigration activity 
abroad.) Mibelssea la reported to have brought a formal protocol 
along with him aa evidence of his bona fides, He reports that there 
are currently five or *& resistance groups In Zatvia, one of which 
is known as the MAK3IS (the group to whi ch Mikels aoa belongs). Another 
grortp ls nsaed the 3MARTA. According teWLBUJUf, SWOT advised the 
Swedes that they wore oertaln that the MAKS IS group in lot via is 
under control and that they (SMOTH) ware certain that HUcelsson and 
Mahans were on an RIS mission. WO are awaiting Hea dqua r ters traces 
da Mitels son and Kiakaaa, We have no Stockholm traoos. 

o. .C— -3 inquired Into the current status of Sanaa KRAHEHS, the 

fairly recent Latvian architect refugee to Sweden. TILBUHI reports 
that he has not been In direct contact with this individual, that 
Knsusns is currently living outside of Stockholm and is engaged 
in fruit orchard work. TILBURI further reported that Kramens 
had recently written a letter to Bulganin in the Soviet Union stating 
that he (Kramens) had given the matter considerable thought and 
decided that his friends and relatives In Latvia would suffer from 
his escape and that he now wanted to return to Latvia. Subject 
reports that Srtmai has had little contact with local Latvians, 
has done a few VOA broadcasts and that he is now probably in a 
hospital suffering from a severe nervous disorder resulting from 
his experiences. Tbe Swedes want TILBURI to debrief Kramens but 
not before he at least has had a partial recovery from his current 
disorder. 

d. In response to c. o inquiry concerning GRINBKRG whom you will 

recall had been closely associated with the now- convicted Soviet -}M 

spy, Anatols BHIOSSOS, TILBURI reported that Grinborg was a neighbor 

and fairly close acquaintance of Ericsson's but that no one with 

whom be has spoken has intimated that there Is anything definite 

with regard to Qrlhberg's having helped Ericsson In his work with 

the Soviets. Subject will continue to keep an ear to the ground 

for Grinberg ' a activities. 

e. During a discussion about recent tourist visits to Sweden, ^ 

steered the conversation around to the group of which CL 3 
was a member, TILBURT reports that, to his knowledge, this group 
did not return to Iatvia by boat but ratherbv airplane* Subject 
repeated his Impression that all of the j&^S-iavb Latvian members 
of this group were very much in favor of Soviet reprisals for any 
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g. 



unwarranted action they sdght take during their stay In Stockholm. 
As far as Subject has bean able to da torsi no, all of the Latvian 
awabera of this group were considered to be honest, straightforward 
and In Sweden without a Soviet mission. Subject described their 
principal trait as a strong desire to bay up commodities on the 
at^lowa*^)t*too«i HLBOEpt statoa that ba ba* 
vith %a ay poop lb* about the ^ group.
